—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, being satisfied 
that It Is necessary In the public interest so to do, hereby makes the following 
amendment in the notification of the Government of India in the Department of 
Revenue and Banking No 49-Customs, dated the 9th April, 1977, namely — 

In the said notification, for the Schedule, the following shall be substituted, 
namely— 


“THE SCHEDULE 

1 Tea bags. 

2 Package tea not exceeding one kilogram net of tea. 

3. Instant tea 

Explanation —In this notification—' 

(1) ‘tea bag’ means a pouch or a folded bag made of porous filter paper or 
nylon mesh containing not more than 5 grams net of tea per bag for 
direct Infusion along with the said porous material,

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<2) 'package tea’ means tea packed In unit packs or containers of a type as 
are ordinarily put up for retail sale under a registered brand nameiand 
includes packages known as ‘Jota’ of two packs packed together in 
which the net weight of tea contained in the basic pack unit does not
